Mr. Debré, whose speech is to 
be followed by one that wilt: be 
made by Gaullist party leader 
Jacques Chirac tomorrow, pre- 
dicted that a crisis would break 
out during the first meeting of 
the directly elected Earopean Par- 
liament, a session expected some- 
time next year.

Last Fugitive Is Captured 


In Tennessee Prison Break 


BRUSHY MOUNTAIN, Tenn. 
June 14 (AP).—The last of the 
seven inmates who fled maximum 
security Brushy Mountain State 
Prison with convicted assassin 
James Earl Ray was captured 
today. 

Associate Warden Herman Davis 
said that Douglas Shelton, 35, 
was seized after wrecking @ stolen 
van in the Beech Fork commu- 
nity about 12 miles from the 
prison. 

Officials said that when the 
van's owner tried to get in it 
this morning, he was thrown out 
by Shelton who then drove the 
yan, about a mile before wreck- 
ing it. 

The capture ended one of the 
most intensive manhunts in Ten- 
nessee history and kept intact 
Brushy Mountain's record of never 
naving had 2 successful escape. 

Weeks of Planning 

Authorities said that Ray, the 
confessed killer of civil rights 
Jeader Dr. Martin Luther King jr., 
had apparently spent weeks plan- 
ning Friday's break with his 
roommate, Har] Hill, and Shelton. 

“As far as the escape, we feel 
at this time that we are looking 
at Doug Shelton, James Earl Ray 
and Earl Hill, initially,” said 
Warden Stonney Lane. “We know 
it’s well-planned because of the 
ladder.” 

Shelton worked on the prison's 
plumbing gang and is believed 
responsible for the makeshift pipe 
ladder used by the seven inmates 
to scale a prison wall,

U.S. Court Backs Refusal to Testify 


‘WASHINGTON, June 14 (WP),

For Formal Governing Role

ROME, June 14 «NYT).—Ital- 
jan politics, Brmintme τὸ many, 
fascinating to'some and too com- 
plex for most, are eniering ἃ new 
phase that could have significant 
@fiects for Italy and the rest of 
Europe. Its Communist party. 
the largest in Western Europe. 
may emerge vith a forma) role 
in decision-making as the result 
of talks that are under way be- 
tween it and the other parties, 

The dealing. especially between 
the governing Christian Dem- 
ocrats and the Communists, 
might well be expected. The 
elections last June again left the 
Chrisuan Democrats and the 
Gommuzists as tle preeminent 
political forces in Italy and al- 
most polarized the pation at the 
expense of the smaller parties, 
So. sometimes openly and some 
times quietly. the two have been 
worklng together. The Com- 
munists are notified in advance 
on all pending important deci- 
slons and they have their say on 
issues renging from ald to the 
south to police reform. They 
were constantly consulted, for 
example, on the recent economic 
package and. under pressure from 
the trade unions, restrained the 
Christian Democrats from going 
too far on controlling wages. 

If it were not for the post-elec-

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tion decision of the Communists 
to abstain on crucial votes in 
Parliament, the minority govern- 
ment of Christian Democrats 
would have collapsed some time 
ago. 


This is unique in Europe. The 
French Communists are aligned 
with the stronger Socialists and 
Teniain firmly in the oppositior, 
maneuvering in hopes of winring 
a “popular front” victory in the 
elections next year. The So 
cialists are weak in Italy and 
the immediate goal of the Italian 
Communists, unlike their French 
counterparts. is to share power, 
not take it, from those who now 
govern. 


Communist Kole 


“| wouldn't say the Communists 
have a veto power over every- 
thing we do,” said a Cabinet min- 
ister. “Let's just say if the Com- 
niunists say “no', we think again.” 

In the view of many rank-and- 
file Communists. their party has 
not been saying “no” often 
enough. Even Communist party 
jeaders have acknowledged un- 
ease within their ranks among 
members who see no reason to 
keep in power a party the left 
has struggled against for 30 years. 
Moreover, some of the recent 
violence in Italy is attributed to 
extremeleftist groups. They are 
attacking both the Christian 
Democrats and the Communists 
with equal vehemence, accusing 
the governing party of failure 
aod the Communists of sellout. 

This raises the question, of 
course, of who is hurt most by 
this often cozy arrangement, The 
Christian Democrats are having 
their own internal troubles be- 
cause many of their members 
feel the party may be moving 
too close te the Communists. Still, 
it would appear that in many 
ways the Christian Democrats 
Stand to gain the most from the 
present system. They maintain 
their grasp on power in the Cab- 
inet, contro} the banks and other 
important institutions. and man- 
age to stave off the Communist 
Pressure for the “historical com- 
Promise,” that is, a sharing of 
ministerial seats. 


More importantir. the Christian 
Democrats know that the Com- 
munists do not want to take any 
blame for a political crisis, one 
that would lead to new elections. 
The Communist party's strategy 
is to take its time, build on its 
image as ἃ responsible and 
Moderate party and avold an- 
tagonizing the middle-class voters 
whose support has been so im- 
Portant in the past. 


Solving Crisis 


“It is true we do not want a 
crisis.” said ἃ, leading Communist 


official. “What we want is to co~. 


operate and help solve Italy's 
problems, There is no way to do 
this without us.”

George Cotzias,: Neurologist, 
Greek Refugee, Is Dead at 58 


NEW YORE, June 16 (NYT). 
—Dr. George ὦ. Cotzias, 58, the 
neurologist who developed L-Dopa 
therapy for Parkinson's disease, 
died of cancer yesterday at: Me- 
morial Sloan-Kettering Cancer 
Center hére where he taught, 
eared for patients and did re- 
search. 

Hospital officials said arrange- 
nents were being made to fly his 
body to his native Greece where 
a state funeral is planned be- 
cause his scientific achievements 
added to the reputation of. the 
Cotzias name there.” He fled 
Greece. in, 1911 with his father, 
Constantine, who was mayor of 
Athens before and after World 
War ΤΙ and whose statue stands 
in front of the Athens city hall. 

When L-Dopa was introduced 
into the practice of medicine in 
1970. Dr. Cotzias was hailed by 
his colleagues for making . the 
most important contribution to 


the medical therapy of neurologi-. 


cal diseases in 50 years. Yester-. 
day, Dr, Lewis Thomas, president 
of the Sloan-Kettering, center, 
said that Dr. Cotzias “was one 
of the great figures in American 
medical science.” 

Dr. Cotzias’s research was cou- 
sidered ‘revolutionary on two 


. fronts.. .First, Parkinson's disease 
was “changed “from a condition ᾿ 
that sometimes could be improv- 


ed by brain surgery to one for 
which drug therapy benefitted 
millions throughout the world. 
L-Dopa therapy, in effect, helped 
to overcome the deficiency of 


“dopamine - that occurs in the 


brain of a Parkinson patient. 
Biochemical Defects 


The work of Dr. Coizias open- 
ed new ways of approaching 
potential cures for other chronic 
neurological diseases by giving 
researchers the incentive to first 
seek specific biochemical defects 
and then to fmd ways to over- 
come the imbalance. 

Although Dr. Cotzias was in 
and out of the hospital several 
times for treatment of his cancer 
and heart ailments, he was a 
relentless worker who remained 
productive until his death.

Rights and the Cold War 


With the Belgrade conference beginning 
Β Tediscussion of the Heisinki accords and 
with President Carter still very stubborn 
about mis cwn approach to human rights. it 
might be worth considering just what the 
Helsinki agreement was supposed to achieve 
and just what chances Mr. Carter has of 
achieving what he seeks. 

Helsinki, in harsh tact, ratified the divi- 
sion of Europe after World War IL The 
Soviet Union had to pay something (in ad- 
dition to the troops who had died winning 
that territory) and the vague human rights 
clause might be considered a promissory note 
in that respect No one could, in all honesty. 
hope for the establishment of Roman law. or 
English common law, im the Soviet Union 
«some of Mr. Carter's aldes have difficulty 
in distinguishing between the two). But 
with Stalin dead. the forced movement of 
peoples apparently ended. the dead of many 
purges buried. {t did seem possible that some 
progress toward human righis might be 
made even in the dictatorship of the ex- 
proletariat. This. to be sure. would have 
to be done gradually and unobtrusively: 
the Kremlin not only fears dissidents but is 
even more sensitive to attacks on its 
prestige. 

The main point was to accept the Europe 
that Hitler's war had created, to try to 
penetrate the Iron Curtain erected so soon 
after the victory. to bring greater coopera- 
tion between East and West and, in sum, to 
work toward the end of that cold war which 
had kept the world on the edge of destruc- 
tion for so long. 

This did not imply that the Soviet press 
would cease belaboring the captialists and 


the Kind of socialists it detested, nor would 
it prevent the Western press from pointing 
out the authoritarian kind of government 
that prevailed east of the Elbe. But gov- 
ernments were expected to be more polite 
than in Stalin's day and draw closer to- 
gether in the interdependence that diminish- 


ing resources and Increasing power of mutual © 


destruction impelled. 

But by his insistence on an American 
definition of human rights. President Carter 
has tempted the Soviet leaders into a kind 
of Idi Amin show of power: translating 
charges of dissidence into treason (as was 
the case in Stalin’s day) and holding an 
American correspondent of experience, dis- 
tinction and good judgment on grounds that 
are palpably inadequate. The high phrases 
of Mr, Carter do his moral standing no 


harm—but neither have they made any per- © 


ceptible progress toward the spread of 
human rights in Eastern Burope cor. for 
that matter, Eastern Asia); rather. they 
have made matters worse in this respect and 
revived much of the atmosphere of tension 
and mutual friction that marked the first 
decades after the war. 

That the Kremlin deserves any credit: for 


this response ts, of course, ridiculous. But - 
perhaps at Belgrade there can be some talk, | 


some progress toward acceptance of a world 
that is far from rationality but which can 
only be improved by reason, not words or 
acts of defiance. It is clear that this is 
what much of Western Europe wants: it is 


equally clear that it is what the world needs . 


if it is to move beyond its present confron- 
tations, its present rigidities, to 2 more 
flexible. peaceful and prosperous way of life. 


James Earl Ray’s Escape 


In an interview on May 29, James Barl 
Ray said. “I'm interested in getting out ... 
They wouldn't have me in a maximum- 
security prison if I wasn't interested in get- 
ting out.” And so he did get out—for a 
little more than 54 hours. His statement, 
just 12 days before he went over that wall 
in Tennessee, seems +0 ts to explain his 
escape far better than all those hysterical 
comments over the weekend about conspira- 
ejes, outside helpers and plans to set him up 
so he could be killed. 

The simple fact that was overlooked in 
the immediate reaction to news of Ray's es- 
cape js that he is a veteran inmate of pri- 
sons (more than half of his life has been 
spent in them) who has tried to break out 
again and again. He succeeded once, in 
Missourl a decade ago, and successfully 
eluded police for ἃ year until he was ar- 
rested for the murder of Martin Lather King. 
Since then, he ts reported to have tried 
twice previously to escape from Brushy 
Mountain State Prison. With a record like 
that, another escape attempt is hardly a 
surprise. Ray is not the kind of inmate who 
is likely to stt quletiy while serving a 99-year 
sentence. 

And that’s what was lost sight of Friday 
night by those who are trying to establish 
that there was some vast conspiracy behind 


Dr, King’s assassination. The idea of a pri- 
son breakout engineered to put Ray some 
place where he could not or would not talk 
—either in hiding abroad or in a grave—fits 
perfectly into that conspiracy theory. But 
ike so much of the other “evidence” on 
which that theory tests, the facts of this 
escape do not support it. A fleeing convict 
who has helpers on the outside is not going 


‘to spend 54 hours wandering around the 


mountains and end up in a pile of leaves 
only 10 miles from where he started, 

In other words, we suspect that James 
Earl Ray's adventures over the weekend can 


be written off as a routine prison break. - 


There is no evidence to the contrary. 
Whether there was a breach of discipline or 
some bad judgment about manning the 
prison wall are questions for the Tennessee 
authorities to deal with. While the House 
Assassinations Committee could look into 
such questions, we doubt that it would ac- 
complish much. It seems unlikely to us that 
the work of that committee had anything to 
do with the timing of Ray’s dash to free- 
dom, That was probably determined by op- 
portunity, which is the key to most flights 
by prisoners who are unwilling to accept 
confinement for all or most of the remain- 
ing years of their lives.

The Congress and Energy 

The decisions by various congressional com- 
mittees to reject President Carter’s gasoline 
tax and rebates for economical automobiles, 
to water down the provisions on “gas-guaz- 
lers” and to defreeze the price for natural gas 
are no more than the first flight of reactions 
to an over-hasty program that had not been 
properly thought through, The economy re- 
bate on cars, for instance, raised complicated 
questions of trade policy for which the ad- 
ministration Itself did not have the answers. 
If the rebate had been applied to imported 
cars, it would have acted as an import sub- 
sidy. and if not. 1; would have represented a 
serious act of discrimination. Carter's energy 
program still has a long road to travel 
through the Congress, but these initial de- 
cisions already indicate the way people on 
Capito! Hill are thinking. Anything that 
Tooks Hke threatening jobs in industry is 
likely to be avoided Hke the plague.

‘All Eyes on Spain 

“For my next act. ladies and gentlemen, 
I will attempt the most difficult, the most 
daring feat in all history ...” Thus your 
average Spaniard might exclaim—except 
that no such thought will probably enter his 
head as he goes to the polls tomorrow. Most 
voters will never have voted or seen a demo- 
eratic election before. The last one was in 
1936. After 1939. people were effectively de- 


politicized under Franco's anaesthetic rule. 
Tt is only 18 months since he died. In that 
short time, Spain has most skillfully and 
courageously been brought up to the demo- 
cratic starting line. The man to whom the 
major share of the credit for this very dif- 
ficult achievement must go is the compara- 
tively young King Juan Carlos, ... 

The Union of the Democratic Center, a 
right-wing alliance of a dozen small parties 
headed by the Prime Minister, Senor Suarez, 
looks likely to gain most seats, with the 
Socialist Workers—the mainstream Social 
Democrats—probably emerging as the big- 
gest single party. The left in general. how- 
ever, seem terrified of winning! 

Tomorrow's vote is, quite literally, no more 
Shan the starting post for democracy in 
Spain. It could be calied, to use Churchill's 
phrase, the end of the beginning. The trans- 
fer trom dictatorship to a free soclety has 
only rarely been achieved: the attempt 
always attended by great dangers and un- 
certainties. So it will be in Spain. It will 
be watched all over the world. The free 
countries of Western Europe yearn for Spain 
to join them. The United States wants to 
convert its hitherto more or less sub rosa 
military and economie aid into an open, 
whole-hearted relationship. The Commu- 
nist bloc will fear a atrengthening of the 
tree world. Many countries in Latin Amer- 
fea will ponder the outcome. Good luck to 
the Spaniards!

BASEL, June 14 iNYT).—The

Asking a person to rally 
his public opinion during the one 
month allotted to tending to 
life's necessities is an imposition 
justifiable only under the gravest 
circumstances, 

And 80. on being awakened 
With the cry, “Rise and rally!” I 
was inclined to sulk. The truth 
is that my public opinions have 
been in pleasantly low supply 
Jately. All through April and 
May. although constantly exposed 
to public events, my opinion- 
Jormation glands bad produced 
only three or four opinions worth 
mentioning at the dinner table, 


I had thought of consulting a 
doctor, but decided this wasn't 
necessary because most of the 
public events about which I was 
not having opinions were prob- 
ably without the slightest sig- 
nificance. What then wes so Vital 
that the President wauted to 
rally me to opinionation in June? 

The papers detailed the bad 
news. It was the energy crisis 
again. I have struggled for the 
last four years to have a decent 
opinion about the energy crisis, 
without success. Over the years, 
1 have had every possible opinion 
about the energy crisis, and liked 
none of them. The truth is that

about the energy crisis is one of 
those things T am simply unable 
to do, like waltzing, playmg the 
Violin or understanding differen- 
tial calculus. 

When the President asked Con- 
gress a few weeks ago for neavy 
new laws to cope with the energy 
crisis, I had a terrible feeling 
that he would eventually ask me 
to rally my opinion on the mat- 
ter. Recently, however, ἃ close 
study of the Washington news 
had suggested the ordeal might 
be eseapabie, 

Congress, in its preliminary 
conunittee work, seemed to be 
doing a splendid job of eliminat- 
ing the energy crisis. <The enerzy 
crisis threatened 19 saddle us 
with higher gasoline taxes, and 
one committee had dispelled the 
threat by refusing to levy them, 

The energy crisis had threaten- 
ed to hold down the profits of 
our natural gas industry, and 5 
committee had eliminated the 
threat by freeing gas prices of 
federal regulation. 

The energy crisis had threat- 
ened to tax big cars so heavily 
that only the rich could own a 
big car, and the committee had 
reduced the threat by postpon~ 
ing the tax for at least 8 year. 

The situation seemed as har- 
Mmonious as anything in govern- 
ment ever can be, 

Now, however, President Car- 
ter was insulting Congress. In- 
stead of eliminating the crisis, he 
was saying, Congress had sold 
out to the oil and auto lobbies. 
This cruel characterization was 
Said to be the signal for public 
opinion to rally against what 
Congress had done so far, 

Is it wise for the President to 
rally us to opinionize so early 
in the game? And in June, of 
all seasons? If public opinion 
spends the summer rallied against 
the Congress under the power of 
oil, asphalt, auto and labor, how 
can the President expect to keep 
it interested Jater in the year 
when he will need it for heavy 
combat? 

The attention span of public 
opinion these days is roughiy five 
days. A President rallying it for 
ἃ 60-day stand is at risk of show- 
ing up at Gettysburg with no 
troops. I am going to wax the
